The committee judging from 
previous drives—one freight car 
load and 2 truck loads of maga- 
zines—Sunday’s efforts were two 
car loads and 4 truck loads of 
magazines. The committe had orig- 
inally set the number of trucks re- 
quired as 12 but after the first 
trucks returned with their loads 
and, reports General Chairman 
Godfrey Hanson, immediately ar- 
ranged to get 4 additional trucks 
on the job as well as more work- 
ers, to handle the paper. Between 
General Chairman Hanson and Fire 
Chief Pimental, goes the credit for 
one of the best jobs of organizing 
and arousing the interests of the 
people of Albany to turn in their 
paper ever performed, and these 
‘two pushers and organizers” are 
high in their praise for the co;oper- 
ation they received not only from 
organizations ‘but every home in 
Albany who took the time and ef- 
fort to get the waste paper ready 
for pick up. The returns from the 
sale of the paper will be turned 
to the Veterans Hospitals 
Christmas Committee’ as Albany's 
part and share of the $60,000.00 the 
Christmas Committee is raising to 
nake a Merry and Happy Holiday 
Season at Christmas time for those

Local Business License 


Ted Williams was selected tempo- 
rary chairman of a group of 50 busi- 
ness men which met with the AI- 


bany City Council in special session 
on Wednesday night at the City Hall 


for the purpose of discussing a pro- 
posed business license law. 


Councilman L. F, Williams was 


appointed by Mayor R, F. Cleary 
as Council representative to sit in 
on future meetings of the business 
group. 

Mayor Cleary stated that the meet- 
ing had been called at the request of 
some of the merchants in the city 
to discuss a license and was not call- 
ed to levy any tax or license on 
anyone in Albany. Following an ex- 
pression of views of business men 
the special council meeting ad- 
journed. 


Under the chairmanship of Ted 
Williams the business group opened 
its meeting and he restated the -con- 
census of opinion of the group as 
agreed upon at the special session 
of the council: 

The group present was meeting for 
the purpose of selecting a commit- 
tee that can draft a proper type of 
law and publicise it properly and 


explain to people the revenue raising 
qualities of this law. 

The more than 50 businessmen 
present expressed their views. Chair- 
man Williams made it clear that the 
committee appointed would meet witht 
the group as often*as necessary to 
consider all angles of the license 
law and would call in specialists and 
advisers, and would draft the best 
possible license law for the benefit 
of the city as a whole. It probably 
will take a number of months to 
construct a workable tax plan agree- 
able to all, according to committee 
members. 

Fred Granholt nominated Wil- 
liams as chairman, and this was sec- 
onded by Attorney Gartner Thomas.

Scholarships for 
Graduate Training 


As long as any of our men are left 
overseas for military government 
and other occupational duties, so 
long will the American Red Cross 
be overseas “at his side.” As long 
as any of our wounded remain over- 
seas, so long must we keep trained 
Red «Cross workers and nurses in 
hospitals over there. Here at home 
we must continue the same work un- 
til the last soldier atid sailor is dis- 
charged, states officials of headquar- 
ters for the Berkeley-Albany Red 
Cross chapter. 

Red Cross personnel must also be 
kept in overseas clubs. In many out 
of the way ‘places where our -men 
are stationed Red Cross will offer 
the only recreational facilities avail- 
able to them. 

Particularly for the men in hos- 
pitals the war is not yet over. There 
is need both for professional and 
volunteer service. A recruitment 
campaign is even now being car- 
ried on for workers in domestic hos- 
pitals here in the United States. 

Graduate social workers and rec- 
reational workers, also partially 
trained semi-professional workers are 
needed in the separation centers 
where service men are being mus- 
tered out. Help must be given to 
men in filing claims and benefits 
to which they are entitled, and the 
procedure must be explained to them. 

In order to encourage and pro- 
mote the workers for these various 
needs the Pacific Area Office of the 
Red Cross is offering 112 scholar- 
ships for graduate training in 
cial work, leading to employment 
with the American Red Cross in 
Hospital Service or in Home Servy- 
ice. This would include one academic 
year of training (either first or sec- 
ond year) at a choice of college ac- 
credited by the American Associa- 
tion of Schools of Social Work,
